Menlo Park Sanitary District 
trustees have authorized their at- 
torney, Jack Robertson, to prepare 
a petition which, if signed by 51 
per cent of the affected property 
owners, would release a portion 
of North Fair Oaks from the Men- 
lo Park Sanitary District. 

The area is currently also in the 
North Fair Oaks Sanitary district 
and residents have maintained 
that they are the victims of ‘“dou- 
Die taxation.” With an assessed 
valuation of about $500,000, the 
area is bounded by the Dumbarton 
railroad cutoff and Middlefield 
road. 

If the vetition is passed, the dis- 
trict will no longer be charged 
operational costs by the Menlo 
Park Sanitary District, although 
they will still have to pay a share 
o tthe bonded indebtedness of the 
district, according to Cedric Web- 
ster, sanitary district superintend- 
ent. 

The affected area represents 
about one eightieth of the total as- 
sessed valuation of the district.

Sequoia Hospital District Trustees Submit 


Sequoia Hospital District ended 
the 1953-54 fiscal year with ex- 
penses within $17,000 of income, a'| 


minuscule amount considering the | 
district has a payroll of nearly} 


$1,000,000. 

This was revealed in a “balance 
sheet” issued by the hospital dis- 
, trict’s board of trustees last week 
j over the signature of its president, 
George B. Walsh of Menlo Park. 

The “balahce sheet,’ in turn, 
was formulated by C. G. Uhlen- 
berg and company, certified pub 
lic accountants with headquarters 
in Redwood City. 

The report, in some detail, tells 
of the district’s fiscal condition as 
of June 30 but, Walsh warns, 

“Reports of this nature some- 
times fail to convey the real 
purpose of a hospital. During 
our fiscal year just past, we car- 
ed for more patients than in any 
previous fiscal year. 

“The law under which we oper- 
ate charges us with the responsi- 
bility of giving a high standard of 
patient care to our people. We be- 


lieve this primary purpose has 
been fulfilled .. 

Careful watch of all expendi- 
tures and on the district’s reserves 
is also maintained, according to 
Walsh. 


“During the fiscal year 1953-54 | 
the maintenance tax was entirely 
removed. We have $100,000 in a} 
reserve account from unused tax-| 
es in 1952-53 which will protect 
the hospital from unforeseen ex-| 
penses should they transpire. 
SMALL GAIN | 

“In the fiscal year 1952-53 we | 
operated the hospital at a gain of | 
$8331.77. In the fiscal (year end- 
ing) 1954 the operating loss was 
$16,884.35. During the last fiscal 
year we attempted to absorb in-| 
creased expenses without increas- 
ing charges. Fixed costs such as| 
insurance, utilities, employee ben-

Clinic Property 


An ordinance to rezone Nool 
Crive property on which is located 
a medical and dental building 
from its present R-4 multiple-fan 
ily category to R-4-C (also allow- 
ing professional, administrative or 
research uses) was introduced by 
the city council Tuesday night. 

The council, however, made it 
clear and read it into the record 
that there is no intention of al- 
lowing any research activities to 
get a foothold in the area. 

Councilman William R. Lawson 
moved introduction of the ordin 


ance “with the understanding that) & 


use of the property shall be limit 


tive uses.” 
This restriction was placed on 
the rezoning after the owner of 
the property nearby had ques- | 
tioned the meaning of the term 
“research” in wording of the 
city’s zoning ordinance. He ex- 
pressed fears that such a broad 
classification could lead to un- 
desirable activities in the area, 
now largely developed as a mo- 
dern apartment-house zone. 
Neither City Attorney James T 
O'Keefe Jr. nor any member of 
the council was able to supply a| 
clear definition of what “re-! 
search” meant. Lawson, however, ! 
clarified the picture by explaining | 
that the planning commission, in| 
recommending the rezoning, had| 
not intended to allow any change| 
in the type presently allowed on| 
the premises. | 
Use by any other type of busi-| 
ness other than the medical and} 
dental offices now occupying the 
buildings would require a use per- 
mit under city law, he said, and 
planning commissioners had not 
intended that such should ever be 
granted.

5,000 County 
Pupils Face 
Double Sessions 


When schools open throughout 
the county next month, there wili 
be an estimated 7000 more pupils 
enrolled than there were last year 
and, in spite of the fact that more 
than 250 classrooms have been 
built in the last year 5000 pupiis, 
countywide, will remain on dou- 
ble sessions. 


The above summary of the 
school problem was issued this 
week by County Superintendent of 
Schools James R. Tormey. Tormey 
adds that all kindergartens will 
continue on double session during 
the year, as has become accepted 
practice during the past few years, 

The financial problems which 
have been brought about by 
these heavy annual increases 
are tremendous in that the thou: 
sands of new homes with high 
average numbers of children do 
not have an assessed valuation 
which will pay in taxes for the 


school services demanded, he. 
said. : 


The average home is assessed at 
$3500-$4500, while it takes an-as- 
sessed ‘value of “ovér $10,000 to 
raise by legal maximum taxes en- 
ough money to support one child 
in school for a year. 4 

Although attempts are being 
made to bring more industry inta 
the county, taxes, in the meantime 
will be rising and the educational 
process will become less effective 
because of larger classes and dou- 
ble sessions, Tormey warned, - 
POPULATION PROBLEM 

School budgets this year reflect 

the problem of the population in- 
crease also. 
' Many are high due to the need 
for capital outlay expenditures. 
Even with these increasing byid- 
gets and heavy local taxes, there 
still will be need for several dis- 
tricts to ask for state building aid 
this year. Altogether we now have 
14 out of 23 elementary districts 
who have been or are Pparticipat- 
ing in such state loans. Projee- 
tions indicate that by 1960 there 
will be approximately a $30 mil- 
lion difference between what our 
building needs will be and what 
can be raised in bonds at the local 
level. 

This situation will demand 
more and more loans from the 
state in order that we will have 
buildings for the ever- 
mounting numbers of children 
which have been forecast for our 
schools, Tormey Says.

Ravenswood 
Cafeterias 
‘In the Black’ 


One of the most amazing things 
the new members of the Ravens- 
wood Elementary School district 
board of trustees learned at the 
budget hearing last week was that 
while the district cafeteria pro- 
gram is the second largest in San 
Mateo county, it is the only one 
that operates in the “black.” 

At the end of the fiscal year 
there was a balance of $6388.40 on 
hand with $434.19 in the bank, 
$902.47 in accounts receivable and 
$1171.75 in stores. During the 
year 99,175 lunches were served, 
including 5234 free lunches. 

The charge for the lunches is 
25 cents per meal which includes 
a balanced lunch of meat (or 
cheese or other protein food), 
fruits, vegetables (cooked and in 
salads) and milk and dessert. 

$7502.30 was taken in during the 
year for the sale of ice cream and 
candies. 

Members of the board question- 
ed the wisdom of having such a 
big balance, anticipated at $5088.- 
41 for the coming year. Schnepple 
explained that past boards have 
insisted that the cafeteria pro- 
gram must support itself as it is 
not a requirement in a school sys- 
tem and it has been so operated by 
Mrs. George Woodside, cafe man- 
ager for the district. A balance of 
5 per cent is required under the 
federal subvention plan, he add- 
ed. 

“You must bear’ in 
cafeterias should be operated to} 
feed the children, not to make} 
money,” Frank Reece said. “Serv-! 
ings should be large enough to| 
satisfy the children.” | 

It was agreed by all that sev-| 
enth and eighth grade pupils at} 
Green Oaks should be given larg-| 
er servings. |

eph Violette that the charge be 
raised from 25 cents to the feder- 
al limit of 80 cents to compensate;

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School Growth 
Continues Up 
Throughout Area 


Continuation of the rate of in- 
crease in school attendance in the 
Menlo Park area as well as the 
rest of San Mateo county, was in- 
dicated this week, in a summary 
of attendance at 11 all school lev- 
els issued this week by County 
Superintendent of Schools James 
R. Tormey. 

The rate of attendance growth 
fo rthe county as a whole is some 
50 per cent greater thon the state 
average, declares Tormey. Also, 
he said, figures showed that the 
“first wave” of World War II ba- 
bies were beginning to hit the 
high schools, with the over-all fig- 
ure up for that level. 

Meanwhile, on the local level, 
Las Lomitas experienced the most 
rapid growth in the past year, with 
its attendance growing by 23.2 per- 
cent between the close of the 1952- 
53 school year and the 1953-54 
school year. 

There were, on the average, 11.2 
percent more youngsters in the 
county's high schools at the close 
of the last school year than at the 
close of the previous one. 

Tormey points out, however, 
that the rate of growth of the sev- 
eral school districts in the county 
may shift radically. 

For instance, Portola School 
District was the fastest-growing in 
the county in 1952-53, but this 
year was not among the first six 
in growth rate. 

Las Lomitas climbed from ninth 
to fifth and Ravenswood School 
district, where available building 
sites are fast being used up, drop 
ped from second to seventh place 
iu comparative county figures. 


County School Tax 
Load Up 30 Pct. 


Total actual expenditures of 28 
San Mateo county school districts 
will exceed $29,000,000 for 1954- 
55, according to an analysis of the 
preliminary budgets made by the 
San Mateo County Taxpayers as- 
sociation. “This represents a 30 


per cent increase over 1953-54 
expenditures,’ W. R. Thigpen, 
president of the association, 
states. 


The total school tax bill on| 
property located within the coun- 
ty will exceed $15,071,000, the as-| 
sociation reported, up 7 per sent | 
over the previous year. The re- 
mainder of the money to be spent 
will come from the State and Fed- 
eral government. 

“But it should not be forgotten 
that the taxpayer has only one! 
pocket,’ Thigpen warned. ‘The 
state and federal grants come out 
of that pocket, too.” 

The association study revealed 
that total expenditures of the ele- 
mentary school districts will ex- 
ceed $16,205,000, up 29 per cent 
over last year. Total expendi- 
tures of the five high school dis- 
tricts will exceed $6,898,000, up 
35 per cent over last year. The} 
preliminary budget for the junior 
college district will exceed $2,- 
224,000, up 81 per cent over the 
preceding year. 

Percentage increases for indi- 
vidual districts vary widely, the 
Association stated. San Bruno 
elementary district shows a per- 
centage increase of 78 per cent 
over last year, but Menlo Park 
only 16 per cent.

Intensive Screening Qualifies New I 


Just about every boy and girl canvassed teachers to 


who goes to school gets a new 
teacher every year. 

Most do it in the normal course 
of things—by advancing one grade 
level every June. 

Others do it two ways. They ad- 
vance a grade and find themselves 
in a class under instruction of a 
teacher who is, himself or herself, 
new to the district. 

But whichever situation junior 
finls himself in, mom and dad can 
be pretty sure the instructor or in- 
structfess who is going to oversee 
the formal learning of their child 
is pretty highly qualified before 
stepping into the classroom. 

This is because, in the hiring 
of new teachers, school adminis- 
trators take strict care; screen- 
ing of teachers consists of a lot 
more than just reading the re- 
commendations of previous em- 
ployers. 

Similan conditions exist in all 
school districts, of course, and ev- 

ery spring administrators go 
forth in quest of replacements for 
those who have announced they 
intend to retire, move elsewhere, 
get married or take another job 
that offers some new challenge or 
reward. 

This year’s experience in the

District administrators then be- 
gan scheduling a round of inter- 
views and “observation trips.” 
These took administrators, regu- 
larly, as far afield as southern 
California and this year further, 
but they’re necessary if local 
school authorities are to get a 
chance to see prospective teachers 
in action in the classroom. 

The upshot is that, out of 325 
applications received, district 
administrators, including Hom- 
feld, Curriculum Consultant Dr. 
Paul Stouffer and some of the 
principals at the schools inter- 
viewed, or observed in class- 
room situations, or both, more 
than 200 teachers. 

Finding themselves with a large 
“pool” from which to draw, the 
school principals and other admin- 
istrators try to determine where 
each teacher will fit best. 

Uunderstandably, a faculty 
works best when it is made up of 
both experienced and ‘‘new” teach- 
ers, representing a variety of 
teaching experience levels. 

Too, it’s felt that each faculty 
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eachers Hired by District 


should include men as well as wo- 
men. 


Also, the institutions in which ° 


the teachers are train:d should 


be varied. 
MORE SCREENING : ‘ 
With these considerations in 
mind, the screening kes 
Rach applicants is further inter- 
ge are hired that are 
not interviewed by at least three 
permanent members of the dis- 
trict staff. 

At the very least, this means 
interviews by Stouffer, Homfeld 
and the principal to whose 
school the applicant is expected 
to be assigned. 

With these factors in mind, plus 
such additional data as recommen- 


| dations made by previous employ- 


ers of the particular teacher and 
the teacher’s college grades and 
educational background in mind, 
the hiring is recommended to the 
school district board of trustees. 

Along with the recommenda- 
tions go reports on the outcome 
of interviews. Taking all of these 
together, the trustees have the un- 
enviable task of attempting to de- 
termine what teachers are to be 
hired.

Sixteen of the new teachers} 
come from California; four come 
from Colorado, three from New 
Mexico and one each from Arkan- 
sas, Oregon, Utah and Washing- 
ton. 

The relatively iarge delegation 
hired from the “mountain” states 
was contacted only a few weeks! 
ago, when Dr. Homfeld and Cur-| 
riculum Consultant Paul R. Stouf-| 
fer were forced tao make a “fly- 
ing trip” to that area, because 
most teachers in California had 
already signed contracts before 
Menlo Park district could guaran- 
tee how many teachers were to be 
hired here. 

This was due to the fact that 
the permissive tax rate maxi- 
mum was faced with a reduction 
to 90 cents per $100 assessed val- 
uation, prior to special elections 
in May.
